Romans 14: 13-15 

Romans 14:138a gives a 
good summary of the pre- 
ceeding 12 verses: ‘‘Let us 
not therefore judge one 
another any more.” Just as 
the first 12 verses of Romans 
14 stressed our Christian 
liberty in nonessentials, 
even so, the last 11 verses 
stress our responsibility to 
both God and man in the 
exercise of that Christian 
liberty. 

1. My differences which 
may hurt others should be 
more important to me than 
the differences of others 
which may offend me. We 
should follow the golden rule 
of Matthew 7:12 in facing the 
differences between Chris- 
tians in nonessentials. ‘‘Let 
us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge 
this rather, that no man put 
a stumblingblock or an oc- 
casion to fall in his brother's 
way.’’ Verse 13. Our primary 
concern over differences 
should be over the hurt of 
others, rather than our own 
feelings. 

2. Recognize that your 
standards and convictions 
concerning a nonessential 
may not be the standards 
and convictions of another 
Christian. ‘‘I know, and am 
persuaded by the Lord 
Jesus, that there is nothing 
unclean of itself: but to him 
that esteemeth any thing to 
be unclean, to him it is un- 
clean.’”’

That way 
you can get inte wading dep- 
th quickly, if necessary - or 
get help quickly if you need 
it. Also, never jump into 
strange waters - always 
check first for depth and look 
for underwater obstacles, 
Finally, never go into the 
water during a_ thunder 
storm - if lightning should 
strike the water near you it 
can be extremely dangerous. 


As far as rescuing 
someone else is concerned, 
only trained lifesavers 


should attempt it. Even if 
you’re a trained lifesaver, 
don’t try to make a swim- 
ming rescue if another, sim- 
pler method can be used. For 
example, without going into 
the water at all, you may be 
able to extend an arm, a 
branch, an oar, a towel or a 
fishing rod to a drowning 
victim. Your chances of suc- 
cess are much better than if 
you must swim to the rescue.

Among the many plants 
putting forth leaves at the 
present time is the shrub 
Witch Hazel. One source I 
have calls it a small tree and 
well it may be since this par- 
ticular source claims it may 
reach a height of twenty-five 
feet. This shrub is a native of 
America, having a range 
from Nova Scotia to Florida 
and west to Texas and Min- 
nesota. This plant is unusual 
in that it blooms in late fall 
amid its own dying leaves 
and then matures its fruit in- 
to a second fall. The flowers 
are bright yellow, flag-like 
clusters, some to three 
quarters of an inch long. 
When the seeds are ripe, 
they are expelled violently 
from the nut-like fruits 
which are about one-third of 
an inch long. The leaves of 
this plant have short stems 
or petioles; they may be five 
inches long, with irregularly 
shallow-toothed margins. 
The leaves are also con- 
Spicuously veined. The 
leaves and twigs are a sour- 
ce of witch hazel that is 
commonly used in allaying 
pain. This tincture is made 
by soaking the leaves and 
twigs in alcohol. While this 
tincture does not have a per- 
fumed odor, it makes an ex- 
cellent after-shave lotion. 
Since the leaves do not wilt 
readily, it is recommended 
for use by the Army as green 
camouflage, just as it once 
was used by both the Union 
and Confederate armies. 


Tips For 
Staying Cool 


The first few hot days of 
summer have reminded 
Michigan residents when the 
heat comes, it can be dif- 
ficult to remain comfortable. 

Willis C. Allen, Consumers 
Power Company’s district 
menage: in the Cadillac 
district, has some helpful 
hints to minimize the cost of 
staying cool. 

“Isven if your home or 
apartment isn’t air con- 
ditioned,” says Allen, ‘‘by 
following a few simple 
measures you can enjoy a 
more comfortable sum- 
mer.” 

First, take advaniage of 
nature. A cool breeze is 
nature’s form of air con- 
ditioning. Open windows 
wide at night to allow the 
evening air to circulate 
through the home. Keep 
them open all night. Sleep 


.with a blanket if you must. 


Then, when you wake, close 
the windows to seal in the 
cool air. 


Keep direct sunlight out by . 


closing drapes and shades. 
Window and door awnings 
can also help keep the heat 


away. 

Avoid using heat- and 
moisture-producing ap- 
pliances during warmer 


times of the day. Dry clothes 
on an outdoor line. Use your 
barbecue grill. Run the dish- 
washer at night. Remember, 
any appliance, even a 
vacuum cleaner, produces 
heat. 

Keep air conditioning with 
portable fans. Use kitchen 
and bathroom exhaust fans 
to remove excess heat. An 
attic fan can vent heat to the 
outside, making the rooms 
beneath the attic cooler. 
With a properly installed at- 
tic fan daytime attic tem- 
peratures can be reduced 30 
to 40 degrees. 

Insulation and storm win- 
dows keep your home warm 
in the winter, and cool in the 
summer. If storm windows 
are kept on year-round, 
make sure they can be 
opened to allow cool night air 
to enter. 

If you have central air 
conditioning, set the thermo- 
stat to the warmest comfor- 
table temperature. Raising 
the setting from 75 to 80 
degrees can save about 13 
percent on your energy 
usage for air conditioning. 

While the air conditioner is 
operating, close off registers 
to unused rooms such as bed- 
rooms, and keep doors and 
windows to these rooms 
closed. 

If you have a window air 
conditioner, shut doors to 
other rooms and close hot air 
registers to keep the cool air: 
from flowing to the 
basement. 


Air conditioning _ units 


should be of proper size for 


the area being cooled and 
should be placed on the north 


side of the house or in shaded 


areas.

House Call 
Sun & Skin Cancer 


Sometimes it seems that 
we’ve become a cult of sun- 
worshippers, or .. perhaps 


more exactly, Suntan wor: | 


shippers. Many of ys seek 
out the sun whenever 
possible, During the winter, 
we even go to suntan parlors 
to soak up ultra-violet rays. 
We believe a suntan adds to 
our attractiveness and is 
healthy. Whether a_ tan 
makes you look better or not 
is a subjective judgement 
but excessive exposure to 
ultra-violet rays can be 
harmful. 

An immediate result of too 
much sun is, of course, a 
severe burn. But another 
result is prematurely aging 
skin. We seek a tan to give us 
young vibrant-looking skin - 
we end up with wrinkles and 
a leathery look. Because, in 
time, the sun weakens the 
skin’s elasticity. It can also 
cause dark patches and 
sealy growths which may be 
pre-cancerous. 


That leads to the most 
serious result of regular 
overexposure to the sun: 


me skin cancer, Almost all of the 


300,000 cases of skin cancer 


me developed by Americans an- 


nually are considered to be 
Fortunately, 
when found and treated in 
time, these skin cancers are 


ma completely curable. 


Fortunately, too, skin can- 


- cer has visible early warn- 
ings: 


a sore that doesn’t 
heal; a change in size or 
color of a wart or mole; or 
development of any unusual 
pigmented area. Most often, 
these won’t be cancer but 
only a doctor can determine 
that. 


The best cover up 
available, if you must sun 
bathe, is a sunlotion that 
contains PABA = (para- 
amino-benzoic-acid). Such a 
lotion absorbs ultraviolet 
rays and allows a gradual 
tanning, But even with a 
PABA sunscreen, a good 
general suntan program is 15 
minutes the first day and 5 
minutes more each day 
thereafter until you have a 


; good base tan. In any event, 
| avoid sun reflectors - they 
| expose the most delicate 
f facial areas under the chin, 
eyelids, and earlobes. 


To sun or not to sun is 
something you have to 
decide for yourself. But 
knowing the effects of 
repeated overexposure can 
help you decide whether a 
careless pursuit of a tan is 
worth damaged skin or the 
threat of skin cancer.

Property tax assessors must take 
into consideration the impact on 
sales prices of ‘‘creative financing”’ 
by home sellers, the Court of Ap- 
peals recently ruled. 

The 2-1 ruling involved disputes 
over residential assessments in 1982 
when convention finance interest 
rates were in the high teens, but sin- 
ce then rates have dropped and so- 
called creative financing is used less 
frequently. 

The decision directly involved ap- 
peals brought by three counties 
which challenged the refusal of the 
State Tax Commission to take into 
account creating financing. 

State officials had not yet fully 
assessed the impact of the ruling, 
but at least for the homeowners in 
those counties, it would mean re- 
funds or credits for 1982 taxes 
because the property assessments 
were too high. 

If applied statewide, it would 
mean tax reductions of $30-60 
million, with the state required to 
replace $10-20 million of that to 
local governments under the 
revenue sharing formula and to 
schools under the school aid for- 
mula, said Robert Kleine, director of 
the Office of Revenue and Tax 
Analysis. 

Kleine said in 1982, an estimated 
95 percent of home sales involved 
some kind of seller-financing, which 
resulted in total state equalized 
valuation (at $57.5 billion) being an 
sestimated 1.2 percent higher than it 
would have been under conventional 
financing, he said. 

Kleine added that seller-financing 
occurs now in only about 20 percent 
of home sales and Assistant Attor- 
ney General Ross Bishop said the 
“creative financing” issue was not 
raised in the 1983 equalization 
process.

Jerome Bronson (in Wayne County 
v. State Tax Commission) ruled the 
constitution requires all property 
owners to be taxed at an unvarying 
standard. Since seller-financing with 
extended credit terms adds as much 
as 10 percent to the sales price, the 
court said it would be uncon- 
stitutional to subject buyers of 
homes under those terms to higher 
taxes than buyers of homes of equal 
value under a_ conventional 
arrangement. 

Although the Legislature did not 
approve proposed legislation 
requiring seller-financing be taken 
into account when assessing propet- 
ty, the court said the lawmakers 
have no power to prohibit those ad- 
justments. 

The court ordered the Tax Com- 
mission to develop a method to ac- 
count for creative financing, 
although Bishop said he was unsure 
whether that was to apply to all 
counties, or just to Washtenaw, 
Lapeer and Oakland counties, which 
initiated the lawsuit. Ingham and 
Livingston counties filed supporting 
briefs. 

Dissenting Judge Glenn Allen Jr., 
who noted that not all home sellers 
who financed the transaction raised 
the price of the home, said the avail- 
ability of financing at favorable 
terms always affects property 
prices. 

Property sold for cash would 
generally sell for a lower price, but 
that does not mean all credit sales 
should be discounted, he said. 

All three judges agreed that 
although state law provides for set- 
ting property values over 30-month 
or 12 month periods, sales figures 
closer to tax day can be given 
greater weight during a declining or 
rising market to provide a more ac- 
curate picture.

Statewide Trout and Salmon 
Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
December 4, 1981, under the authority of Act 165, P.A, 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A, 1925, as amended, or- 
dered that for the period beginning April 1, 1982, and end- 
ing March 31, 1984, no person shall take, or attempt to 
take, any species of trout or salmon from any of the 
waters of this state except by hook and line during the 
open seasons prescribed, and within the minimum size 
limite and maximum possession limits indicated below. 

id 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and designated 
trout lakes shalt be from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 (longer on waters designated by the 
Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on all trout 
and salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other inland 
lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for ali trout 
and salmon, Size limits shall be 8 inches on Lower Penin- 
sula streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 
inches on lakes. The daily POSSESSION limit for trout 
and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in combination but no 
more thau 3 lake trout or splake, except that an additional 
5 brook or brown trout may be taken from streams from 
the last Saturday in April through September 30 only and 
no mere than 2 lake trout or splake may be taken from 
Lake Michigan or its tributary streams.
